It is 
guarded but most patients can 
leave the grounds with passes. 


Herlocker, 51, was chief of vica- 


tional counseling at th ehospital 
and Cauley said he apparently 
was interviewing the patient at 
the time he was shot. Herlocker 
had been at Fort Roots since 1958. 
He was transferred thcj'e from a 
government hospital in Excelsior 
Springs, Mo. 


Cauley said officers believed the 


patient was still on the hospital 
grounds, and probably still armed.

Kennedy's 
Programs 
Contriversal

WASHINGTON (AP)-President 


Kennedy in the first two months' 
of 1963 has handed Congress four 
major programs. All are contro- 
versial. And the fate of all but 
one is dubious. 


These are the four: A tax cut 


and tax revisions; medical care 
for the aged, federal aid to educa- 
tion; and, Thursday, civil rights. 
A tax cut (but not revisions), 
alone seems to have a bright 
future. 


In each case Kennedy wrapped 


a mob of proposals—24 in the case 
of education, 36 in the case of 
medical care—under one big jum- 
bo label. Because of this, no tone 
has a chance to go through as 
he requested. 


At best Congress would pick, 


sort and choose. Even at that he 
will have to fight. It's too soon 
to know how much of that he's 
willing to do. But he has already 
back-tracked on one: the tax 
program. 


While the tax cut part is aimed 


at eventually reducing everyone's 
taxes, the revision part would 
force some people to lose some 
benefits 
they have now. This 


would affect different groups in 
different ways. They squawked in 
a hurry. 


If Kennedy tried to insist cuts 


and 
revisions 
must 
both 
go 


through, and be handled, together, 
his chance for either might dis- 
appear. So he bowed, indicating 
this week a willingness to drop 
the revision part. 
: 


Since tax cuts are like lollipops 


to voters, and would give people 
more money to spend, • the econ- 
omy might prosper. For these 
reasons there probably will be a 
tax cut. 


The kind of federal aid to edu- 


cation suggested by Kennedy is 
an across-the-board program from 
elementary and high schools all 
the way up to colleges, graduate 
schools, libraries, and adult edu- 
cation. 


This wrapped up a variety of 


proposals that didn't get any- 
where last year. 


And, just as expected, the one 


suggesting federal aid to public 
elementary and high schools—but 
not parochial schools—rekindled 
last year's flames in short order. 


A Roman Catholic spokesman 


said any program leaving out 
parochial schools is unfair. This 
was the religious issue raised by 
Catholic leaders last year and 
last year the bill fell on its face. 


Kennedy takes the position that 


federal aid to parochial schools— 
even though he is a Catholic him- 
self — is unconstitutional. The 
Catholic hierarchy "argues to the 
contrary. 


So there is no reason to think 


the program has a better chance 
this year than last. 


And once more in his medica' 


care for the aged offering—almost 
the identical twin of last year's 
highly 
unsuccessful program- 


Kennedy ran headon into the 
American 
Medical 
association 


which was his big stumbling 
block in 1962.

Broyles Asks 
Time Before 
New Grid Rule 


FAYETTEVILLE, Ark. (AP)- 


Football Coach Frank Broyles of 
the University of Arkansas said 
Sunday night the NCAA Rules 
Committee should declare a one- 
year moratorium before sweeping 
rules changes go into effect. 


Such a delay would give coach- 


es ample time to help work out 
flaws in new rules, he said. 


Broyles noted that 
confusion 


persists throughout the ranks of 
coaches and officials over special 
situations created by the commit- 
tee's tightened substitution restric- 
tions adopted last January for 1963 


Generally, the new 
rule re- 


stricts a team to two substitutions 
on fourth down and when the ball 
changes hands. In any other situ- 
ation any number of men may be 
substituted, provided the clock is 
stopped. 


Broyles said the 13 members of 


the Rules Committee cannot be 
expected to sit down and come up 
with a perfect set of rules changes 
in two days. The year's delay 
would solve any problems created 
by the changes, he said.
